Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1950* 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea, 


Sir,  or  Madam, 

I heg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1950. 

The  vital  statistics  may  he  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  follow  the  same  trend  as 
for  a number  of  years  past.  The  birth  and  death  rates  are  almost  equal,  the  former 
being  considerably  below  that  of  the  Country  as  a whole  and  the  latter  somewhat  higher. 
The  population  contains  a high  proportion  of  retired  persons  as  is  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  over  two-thirds  of  the  deaths  in  the  district  are  due  to  cardio- vascular 
degeneration  and  cancer.  The  lack  of  domestic  help  in  the  homes  of  many  of  our  aged 
residents  constitutes  a pressing  social  problem.  Many  of  these  persons  in  indifferent 
health,  their  powers  waning  with  advancing  age,  cannot  be  classified  as  chronic  sick 
suitable  for  a hospital  regime,  but  they  do  need  some  relief  from  the  constant  pressure 
of  household  cares.  The  Home  Help  Service,  paid  by  the  Local  Authority,  is  one  of  the 
provir  tons  of  the  National  Health  Service  which  has  elicited  a very  poor  response  in  this 
Dist  vi  ct. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  have  been  low,  the  majority  of  the  cases 
being  measles  of  a mi].d  nature.  There  were  two  notifications  of  acute  poliomyelitis, 
of  which,  unfortunately,  one  was  of  the  paralytic  type. 

Rainfall. 

The  rainfall  was  well  above  the  average  28.35  inches  falling  throughout  the  year. 

The  third  quarter  was  the  wettest,  9.29  inches  being  recorded.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  >>y  the 
Council. 

The  consumption  during  1950  was  65,190,000  gallons,  a daily  average  of  178,000 
gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  32  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  piped  supply  carried  out  during  the  year  have 
been  found  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  extension  of  the  Hornsea  Burton  Housing  Estate  by  the  erection  of  a further 
74-  houses  has  necessitated  the  laying  of  additional  sewers. 

Tlr  ^ work  on  the  new  sewer  outfall  is  still  in  abeyance  until  the  pipes  have  been 
obtained  from  the  manufacturer.  A certain  number  of  pipes  he  d arrived  on  the  site  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  work  should  commence  in  the  Spring. 

Pub'1  - Cleansing. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  house  refuse  •'  by  incineration,  the  material  being 
collected  by  motor  transport  at  approximately  weekly  intervals.

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New  Houses. 


The  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  Council's  initial  plan  for  the  provision 
of  202  houses  and  6 shops  on  the  estate  at  Hornsea  Burton.  The  development  of  a 
further  9 acres  of  land  is  now  in  progress  and  roads  have  been  laid  down  and  preparations 
made  for  the  erection  of  a further  74  houses.  The  housing  needs  of  the  priority  class 
of  housing  applications  should  be  largely  fulfilled  in  the  near  future,  a most 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  Hornsea  has  made 
rapid  strides  in  popularity  as  a health  resort  during  the  years  since  the  end  of  the  War 
and  that  there  has  been  a considerable  demand  for  building  licences  for  private  houses 
by  persons  desirous  of  taking  up  residence  in  the  District.  It  is  most'  regrettable  that 
it  has  only  been  possible  to  meet  a fraction  of  this  demand.
